May  Be  Future  ‘Edisons  - Fords’

When  they  were  boys,  grand- 
father used  to  tinker  in  the  gar- 
age with  automobiles  and  father 
would  fool  around  in  the  attic 
with  radios.  Now,  a new  genera- 
tion of  inventive,  adventurous 
young  Americans  is  busy  down 
in  the  basement  building  rock- 
ets. 


These  are  the  “missile  men 
of  tomorrow,”  the  future  sci- 
entists and  engineers  who  will 
plan,  produce  and  pilot  the 
space  ships  in  which  man  will 
journey  to  the  moon  and  the 
stars. 


There  are,  according  to  con- 
servative estimates,  10,000  boys 
in  the  U.S.  currently  engaged  in 
various  stages  of  rocket  work. 
Some  are  merely  learning  its 
theory.  Others  are  building 
models  and,  in  some  cases,  ac- 
tually firing  them. 

Probably  one-third  of  all 
these  youngsters  are  interested 
in  rocketry  only  for  the  sights 
and  sounds  they  can  get  out  of 
it,  for  the  sights  can  be  exciting 
and  the  sounds  ear-shattering. 

But  the  others  are  dead  seri- 
ous about  this  age-old  yet  brand- 
new  technological  science.  In 
their  brains,  bulging  with  chem- 
ical formulas,  in  their  hands, 
itching  with  electronic  know- 
how,  and  in  their  hearts,  burst- 
ing with  spirit,  lies  America’s 
space-age  future. 

UNFORTUNATELY,  though, 
they  also  present  a problem  for 
today.  Some  have  been  killed, 
many  others  have  been  maimed 
by  rocket  experiments  in  which 
the  experimenters  had  not  ade- 
quately been  protected  or  super- 
vised. 

And  officials  are  worried  that 
some  day  an  amateur-launched 
rocket  will  dart  into  the  path  of 
an  unsuspecting  aircraft.  Feder- 
al civil  aeronautics  agencies  are 


so  concerned  xover  this  tragic 
possibility,  in  fact,  that  they 
have  pleaded  with  all  apprentice 
missile  men  to  clear  with  them; 
before  conducting  their  tests. 

Humane  Societies  are | 
troubled,  too.  Amateur  research 
has  included  several  attempts  to; 
propel  mice  into  space.  When  j 
the  Rocket  Society  of  Austin, 
Minn.,  tried  it — killing  two  mice 
in  the  process — a court  injunc- 
tion was  obtained.  j 

This  particular  incident  at-  | 
tracted  nationwide  attention, 
public  interest  being  sharpen-  | 
ed  by  the  fact  that  a young 
nun  was  adviser  to  the  11  ' 
teen-agers  who  pay  their  75 
cents  a month  dues  to  the  so-  j 
ciety. 

But  Sister  Duns  Scotus  and 
her  rocketeers  had  actually  been  j 
firing  missiles  without  benefit' 
of  publicity  for  nearly  two  years ; 
before  their  “Mousenik”  got' 
them  into  the  headlines  and  hot  I 
water. 

They  claim  to  have  tried  100  j 
launchings,  of  which  some  40  j 
have  been  successful.  Their! 
most  notable  success — firing  a 
rocket  1,700  feet — is  a fair  in-  J 
dication  of  the  amazing  work  i 
being  done  by  similar  groups: 
throughout  the  U.S. 

Few,  though,  are  more  im- ; 
pressive  than  the  achievements,: 
and  plans,  of  Southern  Califor-j 
nia’s  Reaction  Research  Society, 
which  stepped  into  the  space 
age  15  years  ago,  several  strides 
ahead  of  the  U.  S.  Government. 

LAST  SEPTEMBER  the  kids 
fired  two  five-foot  rockets  into 
the  Pacific  from  the  Navy’s 
missile  station  at  Point  Mugu, 
Calif. 

Most  RRS  missiles,  some  of 
which  have  flown  upwards  of 
30  miles,  are  launched  from  the 
Mojave  Desert,  where  the  boys 
maintain  their  own  test  firing 
range.

This  is  a 40-acre  site,  com- 
plete with  blockhouse  and  firing 
pad,  which  the  RRS  bought  af- 
ter one  of  its  rockets  was  sent 
aloft  so  near  an  air  force  base 
that  radar  picked  it  up  and  be- 
wildered jet  pilots  aearly  shot 
it  down. 

The  armed  services  want  to 
encourage  the  missile  men  of 
tomorrow,  but  with  safety. 

Therefore,  the  military  and 
the  American  Rocket  Society 
emphasize  the  classroom  and 
library  aspects  of  rocketry.  Real 
live  experiments  are  sanctioned 
only  under  the  most  careful, 
professional  supervision. 

In  Washington,  D.  C.,  Army 
Lt.  Col.  Charles  M.  Parkin.  Jr., 
explained  the  basic  philosophy 
this  way: 

“We’re  reading  about  kids 
who  have  built  rockets  in  their 
basements  and  tried  to  fire  them 
from  the  nearest  empty  lot 
every  day.  There’s  no  sense  in 
trying  to  keep  them  from  doing 
it,  because  they’ll  do  it  anyway, 
so  why  not  help  them  do  it 
safely?” 

THIS,  in  the  opinion  of  those 
most  aware  of  the  need  for 
channeling  tomorrow’s  missile 
men . into  constructive  work,  is 
the  way  to  do  it. 

That,  and  encouraging  every 
spark  of  interest  in  rocketry 
shown  by  any  American  boy. 
This  is  now  practically  army 
policy.
